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Grand Jury 
Indicts Seven

The Adair County Grand Jury 
handed up indictments in Adair 
Circuit Court last week, charging 
seven individuals with a host of 
crimes including manufacturing 
drugs, rape, receiving stolen 
property, and failure to pay child 
support. 

Tyler Yarberry, 29, of 
Columbia, is facing five charges, 
all stemming from the same April 
11 incident. Yarberry is charged 
with unlawful possession of 
methamphetamine precursor- 
first offense, firearm enhance¬ 
ment; possession of drug para¬ 
phernalia, firearm enhancement; 
possession of a controlled sub¬ 
stance (meth), first degree—first 
offense, firearm enhancement; 
manufacturing methampheta¬ 
mine, firearm enhancement; and 
receiving stolen property (fire¬ 
arm). 

Others charged include: 

•Dustin Wilson, 31, from 
Eubank, Ky., on charges of pos¬ 
session of a controlled substance 
(methamphetamine), first 

degree—first offense; promoting 
contraband, first degree; posses¬ 
sion of drug paraphernalia; and 
persistent felony offender, second 
degree. Wilson allegedly 
attempted to bring drugs into a 
detention facility or penitentiary. 

•Jefferey Gilbert, Jr., 22, of 
Columbia, on the charge of third 
degree rape. Gilbert allegedly 
engaged in sexual intercourse 
with a female who was less than 
16 years old in April of 2014. 

•Dennis Franklin, 52, of 
Russell Springs, on the charge of 
promoting contraband, first 
degree. Franklin allegedly

Westlake Moves Closer To Sale 

CEO Need Qold says purchaser has drafted letter of intent

Tuesday night’s meeting of the Adair County Hospital District 
Board of Trustees featured a mixed bag of notable accomplish¬ 
ments, dire finances, and hope for the future, but the biggest news 
announced was that an unnamed prospective purchaser of the 
fledging institution has delivered, in writing, its interest in acquir¬ 
ing the hospital. 

“What I’ve received is a draft letter of intent,” CEO Neal Gold 
told the board, adding that he expects the negotiations to move 
swiftly from this point forward. The lawyers of both parties were 
to meet Wednesday and then Gold and the board were to present 
the negotiation’s progress to the bankruptcy judge Thursday. Gold 
said he expects to report to the judge that they have “a seriously 
interested party that has something in writing.” 

Gold also offered a rebuttal to rumors he has heard that the 
board is violating its obligation to transparency by conducting 


negotiations in secret. He said that everything has been made pub¬ 
lic except for the name of the prospective buyer, who wishes to 
remain anonymous until a deal is worked out. 

“Either they’re not coming to the meetings or they’re not read¬ 
ing the newspaper,” Gold said of the people questioning his and 
the board’s forthrightness. “We’ve been very open about the fact 
that we’re seeking a purchaser and that we can’t dig out of this 
hole on our own.” 

Hospital’s Patient Satisfaction Rates Soar 

Gold also announced Tuesday some lofty accomplishments for 
which the hospital has been recognized despite its financial strug¬ 
gles. 

For the second consecutive year, Westlake was named by 
Women’s Choice as a top-100 hospital in the country for patient

Fairground Street-Campbellsville 
Road Junction Closed Six Weeks

The intersection at Ky. 55 and state Route 206 will be closed for at least the next six weeks for 
maintenance work, according to an announcement from the state’s Transportation Cabinet District 8 
office in Somerset. 

The junction was closed down Wednesday morning and will remain closed until two culvert 
pipes—one under Campbellsville Road and one under Fairground Street—can be replaced. 

“It’s a routine replacement,” says District 8 information officer Amber Hale. “They’re still safe, 
there’s no danger right now, but after so many years they start to deteriorate. They needed to be 
upgraded.” 

The current culverts—which allow water to run underneath the roads—are at least 75 years old. 

“We’re not even sure exactly how long they’ve been there because they didn’t become state roads 
until the 1940s,” Hale says. “We think they were probably put in in the 1930s, if not before then.” 

Work is estimated to last about six weeks, although the timeline is flexible at this juncture, with 
agreeable weather being a major factor in determining if the project is completed in that timeframe. 
Until the project is finished, drivers will be detoured to alternate routes. Signs were placed around 
town Tuesday to alert drivers of the construction and offer directions for detours. 

“We have all the signs placed,” Hale says. “They’re up around the bypass and coming off the 
square, so hopefully it won’t be too inconvenient for drivers.” 

The cost of the project is estimated at $545,000.

Tomorrow, a federal judge will decide the fate 
of a man named Ross Ulbricht, who was 
recently found guilty of a slew of charges 
including trafficking narcotics, money 
laundering, running a continuing criminal 
enterprise, and computer hacking conspiracy. 

Ulbricht, better known as his pseudonym, 
Dread Pirate Roberts, is the world’s first digital 
drug kingpin. He ran the underground website 
The Silk Road, which, by using the digital 
currency bitcoin, allowed a platform for drug 
dealers and buyers all over the world to conduct 
business anonymously. Tens of millions of 
dollars changed hands on the website, and 
Ulbricht became a millionaire drug dealer 
without ever seeing or touching the drugs or 
meeting the thousands of buyers and sellers on 
his site. 

Now, Ulbricht is appealing for the most 
lenient sentence possible given his convictions, 
20 years, saying he never intended to harm 
anyone but only wanted people to have the 
freedom to make their own decisions. Count me 
among the crowd that hopes he gets a whole lot 
more than two decades. 

At 31, Ulbricht does in fact have a potentially 
long life ahead of him. He’s smart, educated, 
and possesses talents that could make him a 
productive member of society. However, he has 
had those skills and talents for years, and thus 
far has only used them for his personal gain, all 
while feeding the addictions of drug users 
across the globe and lining the pockets of 
criminals. 

A street level drug dealer that makes a few 
thousand dollars gets 20 years in prison for 
inflicting only a tiny fraction of the damage 
Ulbricht wrought. He should not be rewarded 
for being a more clever, ambitious, and covert 
version of that same dealer. For that, in my 
opinion, he should be punished more harshly. 
This isn’t a man that grew up in poverty and 
turned to crime as a way to support his family. 
This is a middle class guy that was greedy, 
selfish, and remorseless, at least until he got 
caught. 

The other reason to throw the book at Ulbricht 
is one of precedent, because while he is no 
doubt the trailblazer of online drug dealing, he 
will not be the last to follow said blazed trail. 
There are already Silk Road imitators online, 
working in a smaller but just as illegal and 
dangerous capacity. Some people might 
sacrifice 20 years to become rich beyond 
comprehension, but I doubt as many would if 
they knew the possibility of a life sentence was 
always just around the comer. 

With that said, I don’t mean to condemn 
Ulbricht, because that job is left for God and 
federal judges. Regardless of his sentence, I 
hope he redeems himself and contributes to 
society in some positive way, whatever that 
might be. The issue though is one of justice and 
fairness. I can’t imagine Ulbricht sharing a 
prison cell with someone who has caused more 
widespread harm than he has, because most 
people don’t get incarcerated for running global 
criminal syndicates. As such, he should be 
sentenced accordingly. 

We’ll find out if the judge shares my 
sentiments tomorrow. Ulbricht has sent a letter 
of remorse, explaining that he accepts that the 
middle of his life will be taken from him but 
asks for freedom in his old age. Too bad for him 
you can’t buy freedom (with bitcoins).

Jamison’s quest for exuberance -which she describesas the 
bubbly effervescent nature of champagne and in historical figures 
such as John Muir, a naturalist, conservationist and founder of the 
Sierra Club who once said, “Surely all God’s people, however 
serious or savage, great or small, like to play. Whales and elephants, 
dancing, humming gnats, and invisibly small mischievous microbes 
- all are warm with divine radium and must have lots of fun in 
them” (The Story of My Boyhood and Youth, Muir, 1913). 

It is an infectious and exuberant nature which drives vision and 
actions. Jamison also discusses the beauty of nature by chronicling 
Wilson Bentley’s, a New England farmer, obsession with the beauty 
of each unique snowflake. Another aspect of exuberance Jamison 
focuses on involves the play of animals, and young children and the 
impact of play on the brain. A most interesting, playful concept of 
exuberance is found in the fictional characters of Milne’s Tigger, 
Schultz’s Snoopy and Barrie’s Peter Pan, as the epitome of 
exuberance, joy and effervescence of life. 

Exuberance. Do you have it? If not, would you seek to be more 
exuberant? If so, the following is for you. The keys to an exuberant 
life are: 

1) Cultivate the conscious attitude of gratitude. “Develop an 
attitude of gratitude, and give thanks for everything that happens to 
you, knowing that every step forward is a step toward achieving 
something bigger and better than your current situation.”

Old Roads & Bridges of Adair County 


A major trail from the Bluegrass into Tennessee passed through 
what is now Adair County. Early pioneers followed the well- 
defined natural roads made by the North American bison. Two 
bison trails crossed near the where the Town Branch crosses 
Jamestown Street in present day Columbia. The town reputedly 
sprang up where it did due to the close proximity to the trails. 
Where the trails crossed creeks and rivers, there were natural 
fords useful for pioneers. 

Fords across the Green and Cumberland Rivers and larger 
creeks like Russell and Crocus were used by the pioneers and 
their descendants and some are likely in use today. David Doak 
and Vandiver Banks ran ferries across the Green River at an early 
date. 

Caldwell’s Ferry across Russell Creek at Columbia 

William Caldwell owned a ferry that crossed Russell Creek, 
probably in the vicinity of Columbia and prior to the building of 
the first bridges. One of the DeMoss brothers operated a ferry 
across Russell Creek somewhere near present Milltown in the 
early 1800s. 

Roads were important to Adair from an early date for obvious 
reasons. Freight was hauled from great distances to Columbia, 
and from here to Danville, Springfield, Lebanon and Louisville. 
Freight lines were big business in this area. The mail was carried 
first by horse back and later, in part, by the stage coaches that 
traveled from Columbia to Burkesville, Campbellsville and 
various other towns in the region. The Barbee Stage Coach line 
was the last to operate out of Columbia. 

State Road through Adair connecting Danville to TN line 

State Road Running from Danville through Adair to Moses 
Stone’s, thence through Cumberland County to the Tennessee 
state line. Order by the General Assembly in 1820 to open a 
section from Stone’s to Burkesville. —Act of the KY General 
Assembly 

State Road, Greensburg to Columbia to Knoxville, TN 

“Be it enacted that James Ewing, James Page, John Smith, Sr. 
and George Elliott of Adair County be appointed commissioners, 
and James M. McCorkle, William Porter, Joshua Brumall and 
George Wagley, of Green County, who shall possess the same 
authority as the commissioners, to open books for the subscription 
of stock for the purpose of constructing a turnpike from 
Greensburg by way of Columbia, Jamestown and Monticello to 
the state line, in the direction to Knoxville. Be it further enacted 
that the county courts of Adair and Green Counties shall possess 
the same power and authority that is given to Russell and Wayne 
in this act, to fill the vacancies that may in anywise occur in the 
list of the said Commissioners for their respective counties.” — 
Approved by the KY General Assembly on 21 February 1837. 

“Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of KY, that the Columbia, Jamestown and Monticello Turnpike 
Road Company, be, and it is hereby authorized to construct a 
bridge across the Green River, where the road from Greensburg to 
the Tennessee line, by way of Columbia, Jamestown and 
Monticello, in the direction of Knoxville, crosses it....that the 
rates of toll authorized to be demanded and received, by an act 
incorporating the Franklin Bridge Company, approved February 
17,1836, shall be authorized...” —Approved 6 February 1839. 

The Columbia-Burkesville Turnpike 

The Columbia-Burkesville Turnpike was organized by an Act 
of the KY Legislature in 1864, during the Civil War, and was 
authorized to do business as “The Columbia and Burkesville 
Turnpike Road Company.” The capital stock was to be $30,000, 
divided into 50 shares. Commissioners were: William E. Parker, 
George W. Overstreet, Josiah Hunter, Timoleon Cravens, Thomas 
T. Alexander, J.H.C. Sandidge, Robert K. Young, A.G. Waggener, 
William F. Owsley, Jo. B. Alexander, James M. Boles, and J.C. 
Winfrey. In 1874 the KY General Assembly modified the original 
act, and an act of May 1880 further amended the original Acts. In 
1880, a “one-half toll” gate was repealed. It had been authorized 
to operate within one half mile of Burkesville. 

Greensburg, Columbia, and New Haven Turnpike Company 

The KY General Assembly authorized the creation of the 
Greensburg, Columbia and New Haven Turnpike Road Company 
in February 1871. Commissioners were to be: James Garnett, 
Thomas Frazier, James R. Hindman, Joshua Hatcher, Robert 
Haskins, Robert Wilson, Alfred Anderson, Jefferson Henry, 
Moses Blakeman, J.J. Durham, D. Hudson, D.T. Towles, B.W. 
Penick, E.H. Hobson, William N. Vaughn, W.H. Chelf, William S. 
Hodges, Thomas H. Moss, James A. Howell and John Atherton. 
The road was to lead from Columbia by way of Greensburg, to a 
point in Larue County so as to intersect the Bardstown and Green 
River Turnpike. They were authorized to sell $150,000 in shares 
at $25 per share.

satisfaction. Additionally, 
the hospital received a 
five-star rating based on its 
Hospital Consumer 

Assessment of Healthcare 
Providers and Systems 
(HCAHPS) scores—a 
mark that only 7-percent of 
hospitals achieved nation¬ 
wide. Westlake also 
reached the top 50 in the 
country in terms of 
response time for patient 
aid. 

“Westlake is number one 
in terms of serving its 
patients,” Gold said. 
“There are not any other 
hospitals in Kentucky that 
are on this list. I think we 
need to celebrate again 
what an incredible hospital 
we have here and what 
great care our patients 


get.” 

Gold addressed the 
media in attendance that 
this information about 
Westlake’s awards and rat¬ 
ings is what should be 
printed or broadcasted, and 
not the gloomy financial 
outlook. 

Finances Show 
Glimmers Of 
Improvement, 
Still In Red 
For The Year 
CFO David Hayes’ 
report on Westlake’s 
always-shaky financial 
situation gave little insight 
into the long-term viability 
of the institution, although 
a promising outlook will 
make the institution more 
appealing to a buyer. 


For the year, Westlake is 
operating at a loss of more 
than $20,000, but that is 
still an improvement from 
the previous year’s closing 
losses. The month of April 
saw a net gain of more 
than $260,000, the best 
month for the hospital 
since November of 2014. 
Westlake was operating in 
the black at this time last 
year, but saw a steep drop 
off in the summer months. 

“I think we’re on track to 
once again have an 
improved financial result 
for the year,” Gold said, 
adding that he expected the 
losses to once again be cut 
in half or possibly break 
even. “I’m feeling really 
good about how the finan¬ 
cials will end up this year. 


The pattern is that we’re 
improving.” 

The percent occupancy 
rate for April was down 
slightly from this point last 
year, as was the average 
length of stay and daily 
census, although by a mar¬ 
gin of only 1-2-percent. 

Board chairman Richard 
Grant asked Hayes’ point- 
blank if this month illus¬ 
trated a hopeful trend. 

“So the hospital had a 
positive for the month?” 
Grant asked. 

Hayes’ affirmed, but 
with a qualifier. 

“Yes,” the CFO 
responded. “But a lot of 
that is contractuals.” 

All board members were 
present for the meeting.

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real property, after the conference with 
the PVA or designated deputy, may appeal to the county board of assessment appeals.

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person or sending a letter or other 
written petition stating the reasons for appeal, identifying the property, and stating the 
taxpayer’s opinion of the fair cash value of the property. The appeal must be filed with 
the county clerk’s office no later than one work day following the conclusion of the 
inspection period.

A taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of assessment appeals, or failing to 
appear before the board, either in person or by designated representative, will not be 
eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals.

Columbia-Adair County holds trial 
run to become a certified Trail Town 

By Ellen Zornes 

Trail Town is a national program that works through each state to 
help small communities develop and take advantage of adventure 
tourism opportunities in their area through a designation and 
assistance program that will help these communities provide 
information for travelers and guide them to trails, food, lodging, 
campgrounds, museums, entertainment and other services that will 
aid business for small communities and add more tourism 
opportunities for the state. 

Trail Towns are communities that have an extensive trail system 
or a river or water area used for canoeing and kayaking. It also 
allows for trails to be developed and used for walking, biking, 
horseback riding, canoeing and kayaking and off road riding. 

Columbia-Adair County is taking its first step to become a Trail 
Town as part of the Kentucky Trail Town Initiative through the 
Kentucky Office of Adventure Tourism in the Tourism, Arts and 
Heritage Cabinet. That step is the trial run of a designated trail. Our 
designated trails are our waterways and the trial run is 
scheduled for Saturday, May 30 with a four-mile paddle on 
Russell Creek limited to 50 participants. In order to participate 
in the trial run you must register including signing the waiver, 
must be 18 or older and must provide your own kayak or canoe, 
paddles and life vest. Registration forms are available at the 
public library or like us on FB at Columbia Adair Trail Town. 
Additional information is on the registration form. But hurry - 
registration time is limited. 

There is a $10 registration fee that includes the official Paddle 
Adair T-shirt, decal, breakfast sandwich and drink at FM2 , and 
shuttle service for you and your kayak back to the put in area. A 
snack will also be provided at the take out. When you register, there 
is a choice of five put in times. Upon completing the paddle, a short 
survey is required that will make you eligible for the prize drawing 
of an Old Town Vapor kayak, personal flotation device and paddle. 
All participants must report to the historic courthouse the morning 
of the paddle to receive your packet and important information 
about the paddle. 

There will also be on site registration that morning at the historic 
Adair County Courthouse beginning at 8:00 am if we have not 
reached the 50 pre-registered participants but we cannot guarantee 
the T-shirt and decal with late registration. 

If you want to be part of making Columbia the next certified 
Kentucky Trail Town but don’t want to paddle, no problem. We are 
also in need of volunteers to help with getting boats in water, 
getting boats out of water, registering, etc. the day of the Trial Run. 
Volunteers will also receive the official Paddle Adair T-shirt.

Throughout the next two months emphasis will be on the Flag of 
the United States. Flags will be flying June 14 to celebrate Flag Day 
and July 4 to celebrate Independence Day. The following article 
will provide insight on why people of all ages and races should 
have the highest respect and appreciation for the flag of the United 
States.

I Am The Flag 

I am the flag of the United States of America. I was born on June 
14, 1777, in Philadelphia. There the Continental Congress adopted 
my stars and stripes as the national flag.

My 
white stripes stand for liberty and equality for all. My blue is the 
blue of heaven, loyalty and faith. 

I represent these eternal principles: liberty, justice and humanity. 
I embody American freedom: freedom of speech, religion, assembly 
the press and the sanctity of the home. I typify that indomitable 
spirit of determination brought to my land by Christopher 
Columbus and by all my forefathers — the Pilgrims, Puritans, 
settlers at Jamestown and Plymouth. 

I am as old as my nation. I am a living symbol of my nation’s 
law: the Constitution of the United States and the Bill of Rights. I 
voice Abraham Lincoln’s philosophy: “A government of the people, 
by the people, for the people.” 

I stand guard over my nation’s schools, the seedbed of good 
citizenship and true patriotism. I am displayed in every school room 
throughout my nation; every school yard has a flag pole for my 
display. Daily thousands upon thousands of boys and girls pledge 
their allegiance to me and my country. 

I have my own law — Public Law 829 “The flag code”— which 
definitely states my correct use and display for all occasions and 
situations. I have a special day, Flag Day. June 14 is set aside to 
honor my birth. 

Americans, I am the sacred emblem of your country. I symbolize 
your birthright, your heritage of liberty purchased with blood and 
sorrow. 

I am your title deed of freedom, which is yours to enjoy and hold 
in trust for posterity. If you fail to keep this sacred trust inviolate, if 
I am nullified and destroyed, you and your children will become 
slaves to dictators and despots. Eternal Vigilance is your price of 
freedom. 

As you see me silhouetted against the peaceful skies of my 
country, remind yourself that I am the flag of your country, that I 
stand for what your are — no more, no less. 

Guard me well, lest your freedom perish from the earth. 

Dedicate your lives to those principles for which I stand: “One 
nation under God, indivisible, with liberty and justice for all.” I was 
created in freedom. I made my first appearance in a battle for 
human liberty. 

God grant that I may spend eternity in my “land of the free and 
the home of the brave”and that I shall ever be known as “Old 
Glory,’’the flag of the United States of America.

AN ORDINANCE 
DEFINING 

ABANDONED URBAN 
PROPERTY, 
PROVIDING FOR THE 
IDENTIFICATION 
THEREOF, FIXING 
THE TAX RATE AND 
LEVYING A 
SEPARATE AD 
VALOREM TAX 
THEREOF, 
PROVIDING FOR 
PENALTIES AND 
INTEREST IN THE 
EVENT OF 
DELINQUENCIES, 
AND PROVIDING FOR 
AN APPEAL. 

NOW THEREFORE, 
BE IT ORDAINED BY 
THE CITY COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF 
COLUMBIA, 
KENTUCKY AS 
FOLLOWS: 

Pursuant to the provisions 
of KRS Chapter 92, the 
City Council of the City of 
Columbia, Kentucky, does 
hereby adopt the 
following provisions with 
respect to abandoned 
urban properties. 

SECTION I 

Abandoned urban 

property is established as 
a separate classification of 
real property for the 
purpose of ad valorem 
taxation. As used in this 
Ordinance, “abandoned 
urban property” means: 

A) Any vacant structure 
or vacant or unimproved 
lot or parcel of ground in 
the limits of the City of 
Columbia which has been 
vacant or unimproved for 
a period of at least one 
year and at least one of the 
following: 

1) Because it is 
dilapidated, unsanitary, 
unsafe, vermin infested, or 
otherwise dangerous to the 
safety of persons, is unfit 
for its intended use as 
zoned; or 

2) By reason of neglect 
or lack of maintenance has 
become a place for the 
accumulation of trash and 
debris, or has become 
infested with rodents or 
other vermin; or 


3) Has been ad valorem 
tax delinquent to the City 
under this or any other 
Ordinance for a period of 
at least three years. 

SECTION II 

An ad valorem tax rate of 
($1.00) per one hundred 
dollars ($100.00) in the 
assessed value is hereby 
established for an 
abandoned urban property. 

SECTION III 

A) Abandoned urban 
property shall be assessed 
in the same manner and at 
the same time as all other 
real estate in the City 
which is subject to ad 
valorem taxation. 

B) The issue of bills for 

the collection of taxes on 
abandoned urban property 
shall correspond with the 
dates of issuance of the 
Cityls other ad valorem 
tax bills and due dates, 
delinquency dates, 

penalties, and interest 
shall correspond with 
provisions applicable to 
the City’s other ad 
valorem tax bills. 

SECTION IV 

A) The Building 
Inspector and/or other 
employee or person (the 
“Enforcement Official”) 
designated by the Mayor 
shall, on or before June 1 
of each year, beginning 
June 1, 2015, compile a 
list of all abandoned urban 
properties in the City. No 
later than July 1 of each 
year, the Enforcement 
Official shall notify the 
owner of each parcel of 
abandoned urban property 
by certified mail that the 
subject property has been 
determined to be 
abandoned urban property 
and may thus be subject to 
taxation at a higher rate. 

B) Any owner, to whom 
such a notice is provided, 
shall have sixty (60) days 
thereafter in which to 
appeal the Cityls 
determination. All such 
appeals shall be in writing 
and shall be directed to the 
enforcement Officials. 

C) All appeals shall be 

heard by the City Council 
at a regular or a special 
called meeting. Appellants 
and the city shall have the 
right to present evidence 
and the right to counsel at 
the hearing. Following the 
hearing, the Council shall, 
by majority decision of 
Council members in 
attendance, declare 

whether or not the parcel 
in question constitutes 
abandoned urban property 
and the reasons therefore. 

D) If a property 
classified as abandoned 
urban property is repaired, 
rehabilitated, or otherwise 
returned to productive use, 
the owner shall notify the 
city which shall, if it finds 
the property no longer 
abandoned urban property, 
notify the property 
valuation administrator to 
strike the property from 
the list of abandoned 
urban properties. 

E) The Enforcement 
Official shall deliver to 
the Adair County Property 
Valuation Administrator a 
list of all abandoned urban 
properties within the City. 

SECTION V 

If any section, subsection, 
sentence, clause or phrase 
or portion of this 
Ordinance is for any 
reason held invalid or 
unconstitutional by any 
Court of competent 
jurisdiction, such portion 
shall be deemed a 
separate, distinct, and 
independent provision and 
such holdings shall not 
affect the validity of the 
remaining portions hereof. 

SECTION VI 

This Ordinance shall take 
effect upon its second 
reading, passage and 
publication.

dier, and how humbling it is to 
meet those that have come 
before him. His predecessors, he 
said, as well as his successors, 
are members of an elite frater¬ 
nity of soldiers that have pro¬ 
tected, and will protect, the 
greatest nation on earth. 

The themes of Webster’s 
speech were integrity, honesty, 
resiliency, courage, and service. 

Post Cmdr. Joe Hare intro¬ 
duced Webster to the crowd, and 
described him as a friend. He 
said that Webster agreed to be 
the speaker without hesitation. 

“He’s an outstanding patriot, 
an outstanding American, and an 
outstanding soldier,” Hare said 
of Webster. 

Hare also announced that 
William Overstreet, an Adair 
County native who died serving 
in Vietnam, would soon have his 
name added to the War 
Memorial at the fairgrounds’ 
entrance. 

After the speeches from Hare 
and Webster, the ceremony 
moved outside to the memorial 
for its conclusion. 

The Honor Guard, featuring 
former local soldiers, presented 
the flag, and Hare led a cere¬ 
mony in which wreaths were 
placed at the foot of the monu¬ 
ment to commemorate those 
whose names adorn the struc¬ 
ture. 

A 21-gun salute was per¬ 
formed and a silent salute from 
the veterans in attendance 
served as the afternoon’s final 
tribute to those that made the 
ultimate sacrifice for their coun¬ 
try. 

At the event’s conclusion, 
Hare offered an emotional and 
fitting benediction. 

“As long as two comrades 
survive, so will the veterans of 
the foreign wars of the United 
States of America,” Hare said. 
“This monument represents the 
final resting place of many who 
served the United States in all 
wars. By their service on land, 
sea, and air, they have paid us 
our debtors.”

Indians Grab Back-to-Back District Crowns

After capturing their first 
20th District Championship 
in 25 years last season, the 
Indians squared off with 
Taylor County last Thursday 
night in the 2015 finals look¬ 
ing for an unprecedented 
repeat. Behind great base 


running, balanced hitting and 
a stellar one-hit shutout from 
senior Dusty Todd on the 
mound, the Tribe bested 
Taylor 8-0 to score their sec¬ 
ond consecutive 20th District 
title. 

“I’ve challenged this group

Adair seized momentum 
early when, in the top of the 
second after a leadoff walk, 
Todd and senior backstop 
Tristen Beard combined for a 


strike ‘em out throw ‘em out 
double play. Another Todd 
strikeout ended the inning, 
and Adair carried the surge 
into the home half of the 
frame.

The Cleveland Cavaliers 
obliterated the top-seeded Atlanta 
Hawks on Tuesday night, 
completing their sweep of the 
Eastern Conference Finals and 
sending LeBron James to his fifth 
consecutive NBA Finals. The last 
time anyone played in five straight 
NBA Finals, they were all 
teammates of a guy named Bill 
Russell in the 1960s. 

To get there, the Cavs 
obliterated the 60-win Hawks with 

Kevin Love in street clothes and Kyrie Irving seriously hobbled. 
Even LeBron was dinged for Game 3, where he played 47 
minutes and racked up 38 points, 18 rebounds and 13 assists. For 
the series, he tallied 30 points, 11 rebounds and 9.3 assists per 
night. That’s the effort it took to sweep the East’s top regular 
season team with Timofey Mozgov, Matthew Dellavedova, Iman 
Shumpert and JR Smith logging major minutes. 

This was 2007 LeBron James, not the often-maligned Miami 
Heat version. There was no Dwyane Wade. There was no Chris 
Bosh. This was a squad that, even at full strength, most NBA fans 
believed lacked the necessary fire power to win the East in year 
one of LeBron’s return home experiment. It’s now a squad that, at 
less than full strength, finds itself awaiting the Golden State 
Warriors in the NBA Finals. 

It also means that LeBron James has a chance for his third NBA 
title by age 30, a mark that matches Michael Jordan at the same 
stage. 

I should note that the discussion that follows is in no way my 
attempt to argue that LeBron is on pace to dethrone MJ as the 
greatest player of all time, but it does place his incredible career 
into some historical perspective. It should also be said that 
LeBron entered the league straight for high school, whereas 
Jordan spent three years at North Carolina. On the contrary, few 
would argue that Jordan at 18 could compare to the phenomenon 
that jumped to the league from Akron, Ohio. 

At age 30, LeBron has four MVP awards compared to Jordan’s 
three. The hardware is well deserved, because James currently has 
more win shares (an advanced metric used to track a player’s 
value added to his team, essentially) at age 30 than any player in 
NBA history, Jordan included. 

James also leads the NBA in points scored before age 30 
(21,819—more than 3,800 more than Jordan, although MJ leads 
in points per game). Additionally, LeBron bests Jordan in 
rebounds (5,754 to 3,502), assists (5,491 to 3,323), and blocks 
(658 to 603) before hitting the 30-year milestone. 

Of course, no discussion about these measurements can take 
place without acknowledging the incredible run Jordan went on 
after turning 30. Jordan added his third ring that season, then 
proceeded to capture another three after taking a year away from 
the game. You know the numbers and rankings and awards for 
Jordan. His legacy needs no defending. 

Again, the point here is that LeBron matches up alongside who 
most consider the best to ever lace up the high tops. For whatever 
reason—whether it be oversaturation of media coverage, his 
decision to leave Cleveland for Miami before returning home, or 
just the general public dislike and criticism that accompanies such 
established success, the discussion surrounding LeBron is often 
one of what he hasn’t done or that he seemingly can’t do. 

I’m a fairly neutral observer on the topic—I think he’s 
supremely talented, the most gifted all-around player in the 
history of the game, but he has definitely underperformed in a few 
key situations and handled some public persona management 
poorly. I like LeBron the player, and it seems as though I would 
like LeBron the person, at least the one he shows the world, so it 
feels forced when anyone tries to peg him as the NBA’s villain. 
That isn’t his role, although he has been billed as this unstoppable 
force since before he could legally vote and the casual fan 
typically loves an underdog story instead.

Junior center fielder Jacob 
Pooler led off the inning with 
a triple, his first of three on 
the day. Shea Martin brought 
Pooler home on a groundout, 
and the Tribe grabbed the 1-0 
lead. 

The Indians weren’t done. 
Behind a flurry of Taylor 
County errors, Adair put up 
three more runs in the third. 
The first came by way of a 
Mike Ratliff liner to right 
field that bounced off the 
glove of the Cardinal 
defender, allowing Zach 
Hutchison to score from first. 
Ratliff then advanced to sec¬ 
ond on a wild pitch and 
scored on a Beard single to 
left and throwing error to 
third. Beard took third on the 
error and scored on yet 
another Pooler triple, this 
time to right field, for the 4-0 
advantage. 

Todd continued working 
quickly on the mound, often 
forcing the Cardinals to step 
out of the box to slow his up¬ 
tempo pace. Despite their 
attempts and a blown call on 
a potential double play turn, 
the Indians again blanked 
Taylor in the fourth behind 
two more strikeouts from the 
senior starter. 

In the bottom half, senior 
Josh Hardin legged out a 
grounder to second, forcing 
the throw in the dirt and 
reaching safely with two 
outs. With a second chance at 
life, Hutchison blasted a laser 
down the left field line and 
scored Hardin from first on 
the double. Another double, 
this time from junior short¬ 
stop Trevor Willis, scored 
Hutchison and put Adair 
ahead 6-0. 

A string of walks loaded 
the bases for the Cardinals in 
the fifth with just one out, 
but a gathering at the mound 
from Adair’s experienced

dividends as Todd recovered 
quickly, forcing a chopper 
back to the pitcher who 
quickly flipped the ball home 
for the force out before 
Beard rifled the ball to first 
in time to nail the runner and 
turn the inning-ending dou¬ 
ble play. 

Pooler’s third triple turned 
into Adair’s seventh run on a 
wild pitch in the fifth. Then 
the Tribe tacked on another 
run in the sixth as Hardin 
reached on a fielder’s choice, 
advanced to third on a 
Hutchison blooper to right 
and scored on a sac fly from 
Willis. 

The 8-0 lead was more 
than enough, as Todd blitzed 
the Cardinals with another 
pair of strikeouts in their 
final at-bat to clinch the 20th 
District Championship for 
Adair County. 

Todd picked up the win, 
throwing a complete game 
one-hit shutout and striking 
out nine Cardinal batters. 

At the plate, Jacob 
Pooler’s incredible three tri¬ 
ple showing included two 
runs scored and an RBI. 
Zach Hutchison went 3-for-4
